The following recommendat- 
ions, originating in the work- 
shops, were presented to the 
General Assembly and were auto- 
matically passed to the Board of 
Governors. 


1. Establish a iimited activity 
Associated Students card at 
a reduced price for part- 
time students. 

2. Prohibit students currently 
playing or lettered in a var- 
sity sport from participat- 
ing in the corresponding In- 
tramural sport. 

3. Provide secretarial minutes 
of the Intra-Club Council 
for each club on campus. 

These recommendations are al- 
ready in effect at Santa Ana 
College. 

A motion from the floor of the 
General Assembly proposed that 
an EC Honor Roll, consisting of 
five students from each college, 
be established. The motion was 
referred to the Board of Gover- 
nors to determine selection re- 
quirements. 

Two Santa Ana College stu- 
dents headed the conference 
workshops. Joan Litrich, ASB 
Vice-President headed the rallies 
and school spirit workshop, while 
Dean of Students William Corser 
acted as the research source. The 
finance workshop was lead by 
ASB Treasurer Kelly Murphy. 
Lloyd Hamilotn, ASB business 
manager was the research source.

Told By Brown 


California Governor Edmund 
G. “Pat” Brown gave students, 
faculty and guests of Santa Ana 
College an informal report of his 
first two years in office Monday 
afternoon. 


Speaking at Phillips Hall be- 
fore a near capacity audience, 
Brown reviewed his past accomp- 
lishments, giving listeners a first- 
hand glance into the life of a 
busy state excutive. 

Disregarding his prepared 
“non-partisan” speech, the gov- 
ernor told of the recent strides 
made by the state, under his urg- 
ing, regarding education. Of the 
two billion, six-hundred million 
dollar state income, one billion, 
one hundred million goes to edu- 
cation. Every new semester sees 
200,000 more students in gram- 
mar schools, creating a need for 
6,666 new classrooms. Despite 
this staggering figure,. Brown 
said, the number of split sessions 
on a statewide basis is diminish- 
ing. 

More Courses Required 

New legislation provides for 
more “solid subject” courses for 
those majoring in education. 
Brown stated that this may make 
it necessary for students to take 
more courses before qualifying 
for their credentials, but these 
additional courses will provide a 
stronger foundation for the 
teacher. 

Brown added that foreign 
language instruction will be well 
under way in grammar schools 
by 1965. 

Building Boom 


A planning commission for high- 
er education has been formed to 
coordinate counselling on edu- 
cational matters. This group de- 
cides on curriculum in_ state 
schools, Brown said. 


In the last two years, three 
university and six college cam- 
puses have been planned. At the 
present rate of population grow- 
th, a 100 per cent increase in the 
educational plant will be neces- 
sary during the next ten years. 


Brown briefly touched on 
other important state issues. 

“Water is as valuable as oil’, 
he said. There is enough water 
in California, if properly used, 
to satisfy the needs of a popu- 
lation of from 45 to 50 million, 
or until the year 2050. 

A question and answer period 
followed the speech, under the 
direction of David N. Hartman, 
chairman of the social science 
department.
